Washington, July 19. — President 
Wilson and Secretary Lansing todav 
discussed in detail 
a 
draft of tho 
note to be sent 
to 
Germany 
this 
week, informing the imperial German 
government what the United States 
will do if there is further violation of 
American rights on the high seas. 
The return 
of 
President 
Wilson 
from Cornish gave Secretary Lansing 
the first opportunity to confer with 
the president relative to the demands 
made In the note from Germany. 
It is understood the president and 
Mr. Lansing had reached about the 
same conclusion, that the next com­ 
munication would 
be 
of a definite 
character, making 
it 
unmistakably 
clear that the United plates can not 
be expected to remain passiV^,should 
another attack be made on an unarm­ 
ed ship carrying Americans. 
It is now agreed the note to Ger­ 
many will announce the intention of 
the United States to assert its rights 
in accordance with international law.

not merely one individual, but a com 
pany. This figure of speech 
we use 
when we speak of the 
body of con­ 
gress, of which the chairman is the 
head. So we speak 
of 
the body of 
('brist, of which Christ Jesus is the 
head. God gave Him to be the head 
over the church, which is His body 
(Ephesians 1:19 22). 
Nobody knew 
tt 
beforehand that the Messiah is to be, 
composed of m any members and that 
the members were 
to 
be selected 
from amongst mankind. 
The Jews 
simply expected 
Messiah 
to come. 
They read of the glory 
and thought 
only of the glory of one person, not 
realizing th^t. they themselves would 
have an op port unit f to be of this 
Messiah class- just what 
the 
Jews 
are still expecting. 
Through St. Paul the Lord tells us 
that in this body 
of 
Christ 
there 
would be both 
Jews 
and Gentiles; 
and that the twain were to become 
one new man, one complete Christ— 
Jesus the head, and

4:11-16). 
The first members of this body came 
!rom the Jews, to w hom the call was

of Abraham. God 
bad told Abraham that

It 
is wonderful 
to 
contemplate 
how 
many were ready for this calk Prob­ 
ably 25,000 Jews 
responded quickly 
to the G ospel message, thus showing 
a wonderful condition 
of consecra­ 
tion to God and His ways. 
Then the door was thrown open to 
the Gentiles. 
There were not man\ 
cf these ready for the call; and so it 
has taken eighteen hundred years to 
gather from 
amongst 
the Gentiles 
enough to complete the exact predes­ 
tined number. 
If 
the 
Gentiles had 
been as 
thoroughly 
consecrated as 
were the 
Jews 
the entire number 
might have been 
found 
during the 
first century. 
But the Gentiles had 
not had the previous instructions of 
the law* to assist them, and therefore 
it has taken a much longer 
time to 
take out the 
proportionate number. 
Thus we were 
called 
out ‘of the 
word to be followers of Jesus—invit­ 
ed to make the same kind of conse­

Merit Imputed to the Church. 
During this Gospel age the Father

“something doing.” While we are be­ 
ing fcondemned on many sides by the 
fellow’ who wants to take “gamblers* 
chances” with his stock, 
and ’ cares 
nothing about the menace he may be 
to the community, yet, on the other 
hand, the spirit of good citizenship 
prevails, for the majority of the citi­ 
zens of Sedalia who are affected are 
“seeing the light,” and during the last 
week 
the 
local 
veterinarians have 
been treating many animals 
in 
all 
parts of the city. 
As our work here must be largely 
educational it is the primary intent 
to evolve the correct method, let the 
people know’ it, and then it is up to 
them to put it into practical operation. 
Other counties in the state would be 
glad to have a station, but the best 
they c a n n e t is the fruit from the ex­ 
perience we gain here . These people 
are, in a large measure, watching our 
movements, and profiting thereby. 
What we ask today of the people 
of Sedalia and 
Pettis 
county 
may 
best be expressed by using the words 
of Al G. Field, “Let’s watch ourselves 
go by.” 
We have heard the story of 
“the good citizen,” “the bad citizen" 
and “the law-abiding 
citizen," 
and 
have heard the Golden Rule quoted. 
In order to illustrate our point more 
clearly we will detail facts that have 
occurred since the publishing of our 
last letter., 
A young man traded for three hogs 
here in town and took them to the 
country, where more pigs were kept. 
They were left there for a week, and 
(hen were transferred to another farm 
seventeen miles away where a large 
herd was maintained. 
In about ten days the first farm 
developed cholera. 
We were called, 
and 
when 
informed of the circum­ 
stances 
immediately 
suspected 
the 
source of trouble. It was later proved 
that these three hogs were recover­ 
ing from cholera, but still carrying 
the infection. 
We immediately w’ent to farm No. 
2, located the hogs in question and 
quarantined the farm, so as to pre­ 
vent further distribution of the dis­ 
ease. 
Results: 
The first man lost 
six pigs, and the balance of the herd 
depreciated in flesh and value from 
sickness. 
The second lost about fif­ 
teen head, with several more to go, 
and depreciation in the balance of the 
herd; and last, but not least, the ex­ 
pense of serum, salary, livery, etc., to 
this station, a loss of many dollars 
and great risk to the neighborhoods 
w here the disease now exists because 
three pigs from town w’ent visiting. 
AU of this could have been prevent­ 
ed by the expenditure of a dollar or 
so at the proper time. 
This is only 
one of the many such incidents, and 
mention it because it is fresh and 
happening now’. 
We are asking you 
to prevent this, both for yourself and 
your neighbor. 
It is unfair, and does 
t require a law* to get people to bene 
fit themselves?

There is a disease among cattle 
seen mostly in the summer, affecting 
the eyes and causing many of them 
to go blind. 
This is an infectious 
sore eyes, and by cattlemen on the 
range Is spoken of as “pink eye” of 
cattle. 
This disease is undoubtedly infec 
tlous •od spreads from one animal to 
another, probably through the medium 
of flies. 
The disease runs its course 
la an animal In from one to two weeks 
and may result in total blindness, 
though usually the sight is not im 
paired. Only one. eye may he affected. 
The First symptoms is a profuse flow 
of tears. Soon the eye becomes very 
sensitive to light and is kept con­ 
stantly closed. 
The eyeball becomes 
clouded and gives the appearance of 
a film over the eye. 
,. Animals affected with this disease 
should be confined in a comfortable 
stall with the light excluded and given 
laxative, nourishing food. 
A simple 
treatment 
consists 
of 
bathing the eyes with a strong solu­ 
tion of boric acid, or perhaps what 
will be still better, a few drops of the 
following mixture may be placed in 
the eyes with a dropper several times 
a day: 
Add half a grain of zinc sul­ 
phate and ten grams of boric acid to 
an ounce of distilled water. 
The animal should be protected 
from the flies, as they greatly increase 
the irritation to the eyes and probably 
spread tho Infection to other animals.

It will be to the breeder's inter 
est to use his best efforts to educate 
the men of his home community to th* | 
value of this stock. It may be neces 
gary in the beginning to sell a breed 
ing animal occasionally for a little less 
money than it might bring from one 
familiar with Its value. As it Is dem 
onstrated to these men that good 
breeding pays In dollars and cents they 
will gradually become willing to pay 
more nearly what animals are worth 
for breeding purposes. 
During the past season owing to bad 
roads and bad 
weather conditions 
many buyers from a distance were 
prevented from 
marketing. It has 
been Interesting to observe the in 
stances wherd the home market had 
been systematically developed to such 
extent that the offering was taken at 
fairly remunerative prices in spite of 
the absence of outside buyers. A sue 
cessful breeder of improved live stock 
who endeavors to build up a home 
trade in this way is a good business 
asset in the community. In the course 
of time the whole c ommunity will bene­ 
fit as a result of his work for live 
stock improvement. Such men should 
be given every encouragement pos 
Bible.

In the year 1913, when the entire 


country was up in arms ever the man-

The problem of providing a way by 
which the government shall at all 
times have the services of Mr. Bryan 
in the discharge of the exacting duties 
belonging to the high office that he 
has accepted and not be compelled to 
sell the time belonging to the gov­ 
ernment to private enterprises, has 
also occupied much of my thought, 
and I have decided that a subscription 
ought to be raised from patriotic dem­ 
ocrats to be given Mr. Bryan to be 
used for the above mentioned purpose. 
I am therefore 
enclosing 
herewith

The position ought to be 
one of profit to him and none ought 
to expect him to pay any attention to 
the illustrious example of his pre­ 
decessors vrho have been glad to serve 
in this high place without material 
gain. 
I realize that Mr. Bryan is different. 
Neither the people nor the country 
have any reason to ask him to give 
his superb attainments without they 
arrange for each year to show a profit 
in dollars and cents in his bank aer 
count, and it is presumption to think 
of such a thing. 
What matters it 
that he is the richest man in your 
excellences' cabinet? 
Hasn’t he for 
eighteen years sold his silver tongue 
and golden words to the populace at 
so much per head at an annual net 
gain of something like $100,000? Hasn’t 
he used the prestige, given him by 
his party, as an alluring advertise­ 
ment to get the dollars into the hop­ 
per? Why then should we expect him, 
now that he is a real official of the 
government, with the prestige of be­ 
ing secretary of state, to forego the 
profit that would naturally accrue as 
such headliner and remain in Wash 
ington giving value received, for lh*? 
$12,000 that the country pays him for 
his services? 
Perish tho thought! 
For eighteen years this great tri­ 
bune of the “common people” has gar 
nered a most bountiful golden harvest 
from his name and fame and it would 
be cruel and unjust to deprive him 
of his legitimate profit now.

for, Mr. President, I am sending this 
contribution and trust that as soon
